Soon 
after he was back in the employ of the Dickson 
Manufacturing Company at Scranton, and it 
was upon this return that he joined the 
“yoy He soon induced the entire union 
to join the Knights, and the union was dis- 
banded. In this way Local Assembly No. 222 
was organized in November, 1876. 
He had become convinced that 
the battle of labor was to be 
fought out by a general union of the industrial 
classes, and not by a mere gathering of men 
of various trades into separate unions. He 
pointed out to his fellow-workmen that the 
advent of labor-saving machinery had entirely 
destroyed the old distinction between skilled 
and ordinary labor, and that aman who had 
served a five-years’ n might find 
himself at the finish in direct competition with 
a machine operated by a boy, and that the boy- 
tended machine would surely be the victor. 
All this was bringing the mechanic down tothe 
level of the ordinary day laborer, and that to 
admit the laborer was the first step in the work 
ofelevating-labor. Over a half dozen local as- 
semblies bad been formed in Lackawanna 
County, and in 1876 a district assembly was or- 
ganized there with 
MR. POWDERLY AS DISTRICT SECRETARY, 
and this position he _ still occupies 
and feels proud thathe has been in 
a post where he could do so much 
good in spreading the tenets of the 
order. In 1877 the rallroad took away many 
from this section, and about 5,000 men went 
from that district. Many of them were 
in the order of Knights, and, when they pushed 
on into the West, were instrumental in build - 
ing up new local assemblies. Up to this time 
the Ent hts of Labor had no General Assem- 
bly, and many of the leading Knights were in 
correspondence on the subject.

A benefit insurance association has been ad- 
ded to the order within a few years, of which 
any Knight of Labor, male or female, between 
18 and 50 years of age can become a member. 
Every applicant must pay an initiation fee of
